Deigatto Honored

Doris Webster insists she’s 
been 74 ever since her birth¬ 
day January 31, but it’s hard 
to believe since her face and 
bright mind belie her age. 

How has she remained so 
young? The former kin¬ 
dergarten teacher says it’s 
because she’s always worked 
with little children. “They’re 
an inspiration.” 

The Sierra Madrean in her 
seventh decade was born on 
her father’s 10-acre ranch at 
965 E. Grandview. And in 
1912 her parents built the 
house the Websters are living 
in now. Then there were only 
500 people living here and 
“everyone knew everyone,’’ 
she says. 

Her mother had come here 
from New York in 1900 
because Sierra Madre “was 


one of the most healthful 
areas in the world.’’ The 
New Yorker put up a tent 
and lived in the tuberculosis 
camp until she met and 
married W.W. Bayard in 
1903. 


Doris went through Sierra 
Madre and Pasadena Schools 
from 1913-’21, then went on 
to college at Broad Oaks, 
graduating in 1928 from the 
school that is now Pacific

Joseph Deigatto was 
chosen to represent Sierra 
Madre at the Older 
Americans Recognition Day 
in downtown Los Angeles at 
the Hall of Justice. 

The Senior Commission, 
with Richard Hartley as 
chairman, chose Deigatto for 
the honor and the Sierra 
Madre City Council at their 
meeting Tuesday evening ap¬ 
proved the choice. 

Deigatto, who is retired, 
served eight years on the Qty 


Council with one of the years 
0 * mayor of Sierra Madre. 
When he was mayor, the fire 
and police facility was built, 
and as vice-mayor the new 
city hall was constructed. 

He was director of the 
Chamber of Commerce for 
four years while being a 
member for 20 years. 

He is also a member of the 
Sierra Madre Lions Club, life 
member of the Rose Float 
Association and the Sierra 
Madre Hospital. The 
ecipient of the award intro- 
luced the “Citizengram” 
message for residents of 
Sierra Madre who had 
suggestions or complaints to 
the council. 

Deigatto also volunteered 
hours as a school crossing 
guard and urged the council 
to remodel the Senior Citizen ' 
Center. He represents Sierra 
Madre in the Pasadena 
Council of Aging.

Declaring Telepromp t er, 
Inc. in default of its cable 
TV franchise, the City Coun¬ 
cil, Tuesday night, un a n i - 
mously agreed to hold a spe¬ 
cial meeting April 6 to de¬ 
clare its intent to hold the 
franchise forfeited or aban¬ 
doned, or in the alternative, 
revoked. 

In another meeting with 
standing room only, the 
council heard Jim Haas, a 
member of the City’s Cable 
Advisory Committee, read 
part of a letter the commit¬ 
tee had written to the coun¬ 
cil regarding the city’s cable 
TV service. In that letter, 
the committee descri bed 
Teleprompter as both unre¬ 
sponsive and uncooperative 
in handling the many service 
complaints. 

The committee’s letter 
concluded with the rec o m - 
mendation that the franchise 
be revoked. 

In declaring the franchise 
in default the council 
scheduled a special public 
hearing April 6, at 7:30 p.m. 
with the intent to declare the 
permit forfeited and aban¬ 
doned. 

And in anticipating 
another large turnout, the 
council voted to hold the spe- 
ial meeting at the Commun¬ 
ity Recreation Center, 611 
E. Sierra Madre Boulevard, 
where there is more room 
than in the City Council 
chambers at the City Hall. 

In introducing the sub¬ 
ject at Tuesday n i g h t’s 
meeting. Mayor Charles I. 
Corp advised those attending 
the Cable Advisory Commit, 
tee had met with officials of 
Teleprompter as late as 
March 19 but that a re¬ 
quested meeting between the 
City’s Counsel, Charles Mar¬ 
tin, and attorneys for Tele¬ 
prompter had never taken 
place because of the appar¬ 


ent unavailability of the 
Teleprompter lawyer. 

Said the Mayor, “I’m dis¬ 
turbed about the dilatory 
way Teleprompter 
has moved. Their actions do 
not appear to be responsive 
to the c i t i z e n’s c o m - 
plaints.” 

In discussing the resolu¬ 
tion declaring the default, 
City Administrator 
James McRea noted there 
must be at least 10 days be¬ 
tween its adoption and the 
public hearing at which it can 
declare the franchise as for¬ 
feited or abandoned or, in 
the alternative, revoked. 

McRea said the earliest the 
latter meeting could be held 
would be April 6. 

No representat i v e of 
Teleprompter appear e d a t 
the Tuesday meeting.But sev¬ 
eral citizens spoke to relate 
continued poor service. 

Ralph Schroeder told the 
council that with the service 
“being as poor as it is, if 
any other move taken (by the 
council) other than revoca¬ 
tion, it would be an injustice 
to the citizens of the city.’’ 

A former city engineer, 
C. H. Barksmier, urged the 
council to begin efforts to 
contact other TV cable com¬ 


panies about furnishing ser¬ 
vice to the city. 

The chairman of the Cable 
TV Advisory commit t e e 
Jim Ryder informed t h e 
council his committee had re¬ 
quested the Federal C o m - 
munications Committee to 
take immediate steps toward 
enforcement of any actions 
available to it and that it re¬ 
turn to Sierra Madre as soon 
as possible to re-test the cable 
system as a follow-up to its 
test conducted last Novem¬ 
ber. 

In response to a question on 
how quickly Telepromp t e r 
could terminate its service in 
the event it elected to t a k e 
this course of action, Ryder 
said the company would be 
free to do whatever it wanted 
in the way of discontinuing 
service any time after 60 days 
following any act i o n t h e 
council might take to declare 
the franchise forfeited, aban¬ 
doned or revoked. 

In opting for larger facili¬ 
ties for its special meeting 
April 6, the council acted on 
the suggestion from Paul 
Swartz that room would be 
needed for that meeting.

Dear Editor; 

I have recently become 
aware of a situation in 
which our human rights are 
being threatened. Every 
parent has the right to de¬ 
cide on the way they wish 
to give birth to their chil¬ 
dren and that alternative 
child birth remains avail¬ 
able to us. I am shocked 
that the Medical Establish¬ 
ment Is actually fighting 
nature! 

When I was pregnant 
with my baby a year ago, 1 
almost made the mistake oi 
letting my doctor "take care 
of everything.” He also as¬ 
sured me I could have na- 
tursd child birth, although 
splnals were standard pruce- 
dure. I was made aware of 
Dr. Hai Abdul and the al¬ 
ternative his Clinic for 
Gentle Birth offered. I was 
so excited that we wouid be 
able to actively participate 
and make Choices about our 
baby’s birth. 

It was the most beautiful 
and memorable experience 
we had ever had. We also 
shared the birth of oui 
daughter with other .special 
family members. She never 
left us, she was weighed, 
measured, bathed (by her 
father) and clothed in the 
same room. We were able 
to have pictures taken of her 


blrih, which we will trea¬ 
sure forever. Would a 
camera have been allowed 
in a sterile, cold, lonely de¬ 
livery room. 

It’s my understanding that 
some people feel "Home 
Birth is Child Abuse,” I feel 
that separating mother and 
child after birth is "Child 
Abuse,” and puts them both 
through needless trauma. 

I am outraged to learn 
that the people with power 
and authority over Health 
Professionals, are trying to 
stop all “Out of Ho.splta!” 
births. And that they arc 
putting pressure on the pro¬ 
fessionals that are p c r • 
forming alternative births. I 
will never have a baby in 
the dehumanizing, unfeeling, 
and restrictive environment 
of a traditional hospital. I 
will only have my baby In 
an atmosphere of love, sur¬ 
rounded by people who will 
Join us in tenderly welcom¬ 
ing our baby Into the world. 

I strongly believe child 
birtli should be assisted b> 
a highly qualified pixifes 
sional but not controlled by 
this Individual. We must 
preserve our right to choose 
alternative birth and be cer¬ 
tain that there are profes¬ 
sionals practicing who will 
offer us these alternatives.
